We consist of body, mind. 
and spirit, and each division of this 
threefold personality mus, be strong and 
healthy and vigorong if we are to be and 
to do what God intends uy ty be and 
do 


Thy bedy should be strung and in 
perfect hoalth and able to feel the joy 
of living and ta take delight in the 
legitimate satisfaction of all the appetites 
which God hay pug in the body. The 
bedy of the Christian is the temple of 
Gud and ough, to be a fitting habitation 
for Him. Sicknesg and disease are con- 


trary tu God's will. He wishes ua to be 
healthy and gtrong in budy, and we ought 
to regard our bodies ag lent to us by 
God and ong day to be given back ta 
Main. 

Our mind. also, must be strong and 
clear if way are ty Ol var place in God's 
world and exercise the influence which 
We are intended to exercise on our 
fellows. We are coming to recognise that. 
as man hag a right to what is necessary 
fur bodily health, such ay food, air and 
rest, so also everyone hag a right to have 
Ule opportunity of cultavating ang im- 
proving his mind, Education mus, be 
avaizablo for all. Here there ought to 
bo schoula, where all children, even of the 
poorest, can receive the elementary 
education which will enable them to be 
sumething better than beasts of burden. 
And lo. ug remember that, just ag our 
body needa care and exercise if it ig to 
continug jin health, so our mind alav 
needs core wand exercise. | am afraid 
many of us give way to the weariners 
engendered by the hoy climate hero and 
dep our mind have little exercise over 
and above what ig absolutely necessary 
for the work wo have Jo do. So, tou 
often, oir mind loses ily power and we 
becume incapable of any sustained mental 
exertion and unable to exercise that 
mental influence both on oureelvca and 
others, which we ought 10 exercise, 

If it ig truce, that our body ang our 
mind both need oare and cultivation and 
exercise it is no les, true of our spirit, 
Our spirit is the highest part of our 
nature; it ig that part which we have 
in common with God; and unless we cara 
for if and exercise it our spirit 
weakens and dies, Many people en- 
tirely neglect the life of the spirit; 
and gradually lose touch with God, They 
may be happy enough fur a time with- 
out God, buy sooner or later there is 
Bure to come a time when the highest in 
us call, out for God and will bo satis. 
fied with nothing legs than God, 

The Sacrament of the Eucharist is 
designed to keop us in twuch with Ged. 
It ig not a stimulus to thought, but a 
process of life; by it our union with 
God, though Jesug Christ, ia strengrhen- 
ed. The momen, when we receive the 
consecrated elements ig the most avlemn 
and the most joyoug moment of the Com- 
munion Service, but i, depends largely on 
the way in which we have prepared for 
the service, The Sucrament ig no, 6 
magic charm to make ‘ug good without 
trouble; it is a channel by which God’s 
life flows into us, The Church Cate. 
chism sumg up briefly what ig needed in 
our preparation for the Sacrament. 
‘* What is required of them who come to 
the Lord's supper '—To examine them- 
aclves, whether they repent thom truly of 
their former sins, steadfastly purposing 
to lead & new life; have a lively faith 
in God’s mercy through Christ, with a 
thankful remembrances of hig death; and 
he in charity with all men.” Self- 
exumination is the firgy gtcp. Of course, 
it. ig possible to carry this too far, Just 
as there wre thdso very trying people 
who are always thinking about their. 
bodily health, so there are people who 
aro always worrying thomselves about 
their epiritwal condition. But the 
majority of people certainly err on the 
sido of too little self-examination and 
nog too much. The first step, then, in 
the would-be communicant, ig to leok into 
his life and ask himself what there is in 
it which ig wrong and displeasing to 
God, and what is lacking in his life which 
ought to be there. In other words, he 
must know them, he must be sorry for 
them, and desire not to offerid again. 
Let ua remember that, however great 
our ging may be, none can bo too great 
for God to forgive, if we repent. ‘ The 
Alood of Jesus -Christ. cleanseth 
us from ai sin.” No recollection of 
past sin onght to keep us from the 
Racrament if wo are sorry for thet sin 
and mean to try not to commit it 
agnin. 

Tt is one of the temptation, of the devil 
tw mako us think that we cannot -over- 
some our sins, We can overcome them 
if wo really want to, and if wo trust 
in_ God's help. _A man oneo said to me: 
‘Look hore padre, I haye done this, and 


‘| this, ond this, and I know it’s wrong, bug 


T believo I shall do it again. Ought I to, 
come to Holy Communion?” and I said: 
“If you mean to fight against tho toms 
ptation then by all meang come to the 
Sacramont, and. you will got strength to 
fight victoriously, tnd oven if you. ‘fall 
into the sin-‘agnin, in spite of your 
atrugelo, it will not follow’ that: you. 
have not benefited by tho Sacrament, 
but it will show that the power of that 
ain ig still strong and you need moro, 
gtrength to overcomo it. It id only if you 
tacan to yicld to tho ain without a! 
atragale that you must not come to Com: 
nfunion.” ‘That man did gain strength: 
to overcome his sin. We oome to tho 


Sacrament, and when Jast J saw him he 
fold me thay though he still feared he 
might again fall inty thy sin, yet. ag a 
Matier of fact, he had go far nol done 
ao. 


If you read through the Commumon 
wrvicg you will seo olearly tha, it as 


evidently not intended for people who 


have never committed great sins, bat it 
is for peuple who have sinned and are 
sorry for their sins 

The first requisite, then, for a guod 
communton ig sorruw for past sin and 
a purpose of amendment. The next is 
Faith, Faith is the power which makes 
the waseen and invisible real te us. Faith 
tecg in the bread and wing the Body and 
Blood of Christ, the meang 
union With our Saviour. Faith is sure 
tha, what Christ said He really meant, 
and He said: ‘Hg that eateth My flesh 
and drinketh My blood hath eternal life; 
and { will raise him up at the last day.’ 
If thay, our faith is. weak let 


ug make our own the prayer of the father 
of the lunatic boy, whom Christ healed 
at the foot of the mountain, where the 
Transfiguration bad occurred: '' Lord, 
{ believe, help Thou ming unbelief." 

Another requisite for @ geod Commu- 
nion is ‘a thankful remembrance of 
Christ's death.” In that death we sce 
God and man reconciled. God ig so 
pure and holy that man’s sin puts o 
barrier between Gud und man, but the 
death of Jesus Christ bas done away with 
tha, barrier, and if we have at all reali- 
sed the guilt of ein, we shail yhank God 
fur its removal. Next Friday, the day 
when we commemorate the death of Jesus 
Chrigt, ought to be kept ag a Holy Day 
by us all, if we‘have really “a thankful 
remembrance of His death.” 

The last requisite for a Communion is 
“to be in charity with all men.” This 
ig closely connected with the. subject 
which occupied vur thoughts last Sun. 
day, sv I need not dwell upon it thia* 
morning. We must have the forgiving 
and loving Spirit, if we arc to be worthy 
partukers at the Lord’y Table, 

The Army of Christ necda the service of 
everyone who has been enlisted in that 
Army. Aro we all doing our utmost to 
help forward the work of God, which ia 
the cause of justice and brotherhood, of 
truth, honesty, purity, and unselfishness 1 
The Church militant here on earth con- 
Bists of you and me and countless other 
individuals and if the individua) mem- 
bers ate not fighting against all tha is 
evil, then the Church, ag a whole, cannot 
win the battle, or gain the world for 
Christ. When we prepare to receive the 
Holy Communion we must ask ourselves 
whether we have been doing our part in 
advancing the Kingdom of God in tha 
world, and whether we might not be able 
to do more than we have done, . 

Easter Day comes with its invitation to 
tg all to ‘draw near with faith and 
take this Holy Sacrament to our com- 
fort.” The invitation is from Christ 
Himself. It ig His supper to which we 
are bidden. If we believe in Him can 
we refuse to come? If it were not good 
for us to come, He would not have 
bidden us, but He has bidden us. “Do 
“this in remembrance of Me,’’ He has 
said, If anyone is doubtful about com- 
ing let him go to one of the clergy and 
consul, them aboug big spiritual state 
first, as he would consult a doctor about 
his bodily health, And remember that the 
clergy are bound not to divulge anything 
you say to them in confidence under pain 
of being suspended from their office. 

The Greek word Eucharist, which has 
come to be one of the nameg for the 
Sacrament, meang thankegiving: Ite 
use points to the fact that Christ's own 
appointed method of giving thanks ix the 
celebration of the Sacrament. Therefore, 
if there is ony feeling of gratitude to 
God for all the numberlesg blessings 
which He has bestowed upon us, it can 
best be expressed by thgéreception of this 
Secramont, and let us remember that all 
blessings which we have in thig world 
are os nothing compared to the blessings 
in store for those who bravely keep the 
faith and fight the good fight against tha 
world, the flesh and the devil.

A THORNY QUESTION, 


In fulfilment of the promise which the 
Japanese Premier made in the Diet 
tecently, the Japanese delegates to the 
Peace Conference have moved for the 
“endorsement of the principle of equali- 
ty of nations and just treatment of their 
nationals” in the Covenant of the 
League of Nations. While, however, the 
idea underlying the proposal met with 
widespread sympathy, the amendment 
failed t@ command the unanimous 
approval necessary for ita adoption 
by the Commission. This will be 
a great disappointment t the thirty- 
seven associations -— political, social, 
econamic, educational and religious— 
which held o joint mecting at Tokio 
in February and decided to appeal 
to the Peace Conference for the abolition 
of racial discriminations. In the pre 
amble of the resolution it was stated that 
‘! The racial discriminations actually in 
existence ure opposed to the great prin- 
ciples of freedom and equality, and they 
will prove the secds of international dis- 
putes and calamities. Unless they are 
removed a thousand Leagues of Nations 
would bo futila” The end sought is ad- 
mittedly highly desirable, but it repre 
sents, wo fear, a counsel of perfection for 
which the world is not yet ready. We 
can hardly expect absolute equality 
betweon nationg before there ig equality 
between the individual members of any 
given nation. So far from sharing the 
pessimistio views of tho agitators, we 
rogurd the result of the discussion og a 
proof of tho sincerity with which the 
nations are addressing themselves to the 
constitution of the League, for otherwise 
tho amendment submitted by the Japan- 
on delegates might have been accepted 
merely o8 a pious expression of 
opinion. Evidontiy it in intended that 
the rulog govorning tho League ghall be 
obsorved both in tho lettor and spirit, 
and that ig tho best augury of success. If 
Japan hag gained her point it would

CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM. 


{ ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING OF 


"THE LOCAL ASSOCIATION, 


The second annual goneral meeting of 
the Constitutional Reform Association of 
Hongkong was held, yesterday evening, 
at the City Hat!

the Crown Colonies he could not believe 
that it would be long denied. In Ceylon 
they had gone much further than Hong:

He -was 
earricd away at one, and Dever saw. his 
men again, and they, poor fellows, were 
starving and were hardly able to stand 
up. ‘'1f 1 lived a hundred years,” esid 
tbe General, “1 shall never forget that 
parting. The

On his arrival at Constantinopla it 
was more like an inspecting r 
arranging to inspect the garrison, 60 well 
was he received. ‘‘I never gave parole, 
but 1 wag always watched and very often 
followed.
